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RELIEFPITCHERHectorCarrasco 
has been one of the most reliable 
members of the Nationals bullpen 
this season — impressive, consider- 
ing he spent last year playing for the 
Kintetsu Buffalos in the Japanese 
Pacific League.

The Nationals brought in a surveyor last month 
to double-checkthe marked distances to the 
outfield walls. Conclusions: That “380” in left- 
center? Try almost 395. The team has since 
moved the380 markings closertothefoul lines 
to be more accurate. To most players, it wasn’t 
a surprise. “Guys have played enough to know 
that when they hita ball good to the gap, it’s not 
380there,” catcher Brian Schneidertold the 
Associated Press. “The truth’s out now, so now 


we know.” Feeling especially vindicated isout- 
fielder Jose Guillen, who has hit 18 of his 19 hom- 
ers on the road and has maintained thatthe mark- 
ings couldn’t have been right. 

Washington has, by far, the fewest home runs 
hit at any park in the majors, and the Nationals 
have also hitfewer home runs than any other 
team. But, as outfielder Brad Wilkerson points 
out, in the scheme of things it doesn’t really mat- 
ter. “I don’tthink it’s that much to worry about,” he 
said. “What can you do? You can’t change any- 
thing. Every team hasto deal with it.” 

MOUND FOR MOUND: Livan Hernandez said

games. 

“Whatever I do in that clubhouse 
doesn’t matter,” the Hall-of-Famer 
told the Associated Press. “It’s what 
the players do on the field.” 

That’s said like the man who won 
the MVP in the National League 
with the Cincinnati Reds (1961) 
and in the American League with 
the Baltimore Orioles (1966). Oh, 
by the way, he also won the Triple 
Crown in Baltimore in 1966. 

Anyone who saw Robinson 
play knows he was one of the most 
intense competitors in baseball, and 
that hasn’t changed over the years. 
So, while he may delegate duties to 
his coaches, it would be a large mis- 
characterization to call his manag- 
ing attitude passive. 

“He lets the coaches do their jobs. 
If he needs to get involved, he gets 
involved,” outfielder Brad Wilkerson 
said. “He oversees everything.” 

Whatever the level of his inter- 
vention when it comes to player 
development, players say, Robinson’s 
certainly not apathetic toward the 
rest of the guys in the dugout. The 
69 -year- old — who became base- 
ball’s first black manager in 1975 
with the Indians — might not be 
their best friend, but he wants to 
know the type of players he has. 

“He’ll spend enough time to get 
to know you,” said Chad Cordero, 
named the team’s closer last year by 
Robinson when the Nationals were 
still the Montreal Expos. 

But, if players are looking for a 
strong relationship with their coach, 
they’ve got to earn it. Robinson’s 
admiration does not come easy, as 
you’d expect from someone who hit 
586 home runs in his career. 

“You really do have to work to get 
his respect,” Cordero said. 

And there’s no better way 
to earn Robinson’s respect 
than to win games. 

WHEN THE NATS 

were atop the National 
League East during 
the season’s first half, 
the players could tell 
Robinson was “hav- 
ing a lot more fun,” 

Cordero said. “He’s 
out here talking with these guys, 
joking around with these guys at 
practice, developing a personal 



relationship with them.” 

That was a change from the 
gruff, oft-malcontent manager 
of the 2004 Montreal Expos who 
flopped to a 67-95. 

After Major League Baseball, 
which still owns the team, pro- 
hibited them from making any 
roster changes at the end of the 
2003 season — effectively killing 
a shot at winning the wild card — 
players no longer wanted to be on 
the team and the already scant fan 
base all but disappeared. 

The situation was tough on 


Robinson, Cordero said. 

With the future of the Expos in 
the air, players coming and going, 
uncertainty about where anyone 
would be the next year and little 
reason for optimism about the next 
season, it was hard do develop a 
team chemistry among players — 
or with their coach. 

The stability, support and early 
success of being in Washington has 
strengthened those connections 
between the team and their skip- 
per. Now comes the hard part: the 
toughest slump the Nationals have 
endured this season.

have been publicly frustrating to 
coaches and players alike. 

And, Robinson insists, there’s 
nothing he can do from the dug- 
out to win games for them. 

“They’ve got to be determined 
that they’re going to go out and 
turn this thing around,” Robinson 
told the AR “Everybody has to 
go out there and take a certain 
amount of responsibility upon 
themselves. We have to get this 
thing stopped.” 

But perhaps the most important 
thing about Robinson is that, when 
things are looking down, the play- 
ers trust he can help them get the 
ship righted. 

Beyond any strategizing or play- 
calling and leadership is his abil- 
ity to instill the belief that they can 
always improve. 

“He’s going to get us to play the 
game the way it should be played, 
and play it right,” first baseman 
Nick Johnson said. 

And, because of that, the play- 
ers say they work through slumps 
with something fans may not have 
— patience. 

“You just have to have faith. 
You need that,” utility infielder 
Jamey Carroll said. “Stick with it.”

THE POST-ALL-STAR-BREAK RETURN 

of the Nationals’ top bats was supposed to 
spur an offensive surge that would keep them 
safely ahead of the NL East fray. But the inju- 
ries have healed, and, while everyone waits 

f for the offense to take off, the Nationals have 
1 frantically slid out of first to 5 games behind 
k the Atlanta Braves as of July 31. 

So, what’s the problem? Simply, “we’re 
not playing winning baseball,” manager Frank 
Robinson told the Associated Press. 

That’s because the game of baseball requires runs 
to win, and the Nationals haven’t been getting too 
many of those lately. By late July, the Nationals had 
dropped 18 of their previous 24 games — including six 
consecutively; 10 of those losses were by one run. 

Cristian Guzman and his .186 average sum upthe problems. 


Almost across the board, the Nationals’ bats have 
fallen silent. The more conspicuous non- contributors: 
shortstop Christian Guzman, who went l-for-35 after the 
All-Star break and is batting .050 over the past month 
and third baseman Vinny Castilla, who had an 0 -for-18 
streak and is batting .205 over the past month. 

“It’s just unacceptable. We can’t continue to play 
like that,” Robinson said later in the month. “If we 
do, we’ll put somebody else out there.” 

And they did. Robinson tried a lineup shuffle for a 
short time in July, benching Guzman and using inheld- 
er Jamey Carroll, giving Vinny Castilla some time off 
and re-ordering the lineup. But, after that didn’t solve 
the problem, the Nationals are right back to where 
they started ... and anxious to regain ground. 

“Something is missing here with this ball club. 
Whatever it is. I’ve got to try to find out, figure it 
out,” Robinson said, chrismincher

IN ANY OTHER DIVI- 
SION, they’d be toast. 

The Los Angeles Dodgers 
would be bartering high- dollar 
players who didn’t fit future plans 
as casual fans started forsaking 
Chavez Ravine for evenings in 
Anaheim, where the name-steal- 
ing Los Angeles Angels of Anaheim 
are chasing the American League 
West crown. 

But the Dodgers play in the 
National League West, where the 
first (and possibly only) team to 
break 81 wins should end up in 
the playoffs. 

Who says mediocrity can’t be 
exciting? 

Los Angeles — which won the 
division last season — was with- 
in five games of the first-place 
Padres as of July 28, despite sit- 
ting 10 games under .500. And 
with a September full of division- 
al clashes (they play second-place 
Arizona and San Diego six times 
each over the final 30 days of the 
season). West Coast fans will be 
glued to their seats until the final 
day of the season to find out which 
team will unwittingly find a way to 
underperform the other. 

At least the Dodgers have an 
excuse. Los Angeles has suffered 
more key injuries than any of "" 
their NL West foes. 

Cy Young Closer Eric Gagne 
was lost for the season with elbow 
problems. Power source Milton 
Bradley missed nearly eight weeks 
after tearing a finger ligament. 
Fellow outfielders J.D. Drew and 
Jayson Werth each broke their wrists 
after getting hit by pitches. 

Third baseman Jose Valentin — 
on a rehab assignment as of press 
time — has been out months after 
injuring his right knee in a colli- 


sion with Nationals catcher Brian 
Schneider on May 3. 

Meanwhile, pitchers Wilson 
Alvarez and Odalis Perez were 
each sidelined for six week- stints 
with arm troubles. 

“It’s not something you could 
predict,” Dodgers General Manager 
Paul DePodestatold MLB.com. “You 
know you’ll have injuries, everybody 
does . . . but I’m not sure there is any 
way to prepare for this.” 

So who’s left? 

Since the Dodgers didn’t make 
any major deadline deals, they’ll 
need some clutch hitting down the 
stretch from guys unaccustomed 
to the spotlight of Major League 
pressure situations — or being in 
the majors, period. 

Much like their 2004 pennant 
run, the Dodgers’ biggest concern 
is their bats. While Bradley and all- 


star Jeff Kent are two solid guys 
to anchor a lineup around, Los 
Angeles will need help from out- 
fielders Werth and rookie Jason 
Repko — neither of whom were 
hitting above .250 as of July 26. 

The infield gets a little more 
solid, with corner fill-ins Olmedo 
Saenz and rookie Oscar Robles 
each playing well when they’ve 
had opportunities. 

Add in All-Star Cesar Izturis 
providing a steady glove and bat 
at shortstop, ^ solid pla-

JEFFKENT has never really been the focus 
of attention. 

Not like some of his teammates, who have cast a 
shadow over him even during the prime of his career. 

Barry Bonds in San Francisco. Jeff Bagwell, Craig 
Biggio and Roger Clemens in Houston. All drew 
the spotlight, while Kent quietly excelled. 

Here’s what you may have missed: Kent is one 
of the best second basemen in major league his- 
tory. Go ahead. Check the numbers. 

The Los Angeles Dodgers All-Star has hit 
more home runs than any second basemen ever. 
He entered this season with seven 100 RBI seasons. Hall 
of Earners Tony Lazzeri and Charlie Gehringer are the 
only other second sackers who could ever claim that. 

Kent has three 30 -homer seasons. Only Rogers 
Hornsby and Ryne Sandberg can claim that. Sandberg 
joined Hornsby in the Hall on Sunday. By October, the 
Dodgers star could stand alone in both categories. 


Sure, Jeff Kent is no Hornsby. But the argument 
can be made that he’s better than several of the 17 
Hall of Fame second basemen, including Sandberg 
and Bill Mazeroski, the last two enshrined. 

Mazeroski, known mostly for his defense, had a 
pedestrian batting average of .260 and had only 138 
home runs. Kent is a .290 hitter with 320 homers as 
of July 28. 

No slouch in the field, Kent is part of the new era, 
where a middle infielder can also be a cleanup hitter. 
Or a league MVP, which he was in 2000 when he hit 
.334 with 33 homers and 125 RBI. 

“He’s a big-time run producer. ... There’s noth- 
ing not to like about the guy,” Dodgers manager Jim 
Tracy told MLB.com. 

But he’s not flashy. You’re not likely to see him in 
the new Sprite commercial. 

Still, you may one day see him standing at the 
podium in Cooperstown. derek turner

YOU COULDN’T PICK 

HIM OUT of a lineup. 
You wouldn’t know to ask him for 
his autograph if you bumped into 
him. Chances are you can’t even 
spell his name. 

But any team in the majors would 
snap Jake Peavy up in a second. Not 
that San Diego is offering. 

At 6 feet and 180 pounds, Peavy is 
not imposing. He doesn’t have an 
oddball delivery. His best pitch 
isn’t his formidable fastball (he 
can hit 96 mph on the radar 
gun), but instead a confound- 
ing change-up. 

The man is an enigma to 
everyone — especially hitters. 
Padres management has been 
touting the 24 -year- old as the orga- 
nization’s future ace since he came 
up in 2004, and he’s starting to 
deliver. The Alabama native won 
the National League ERA title 
in near anonymity last season, 
allowing an average of just 2.27 


runs per nine innings. 

Despite missing the month of 
June with a strained tendon in 
his right forearm, he finished the 
season with a 15-6 mark and was 
the highlight for a Padres squad 
that flew under the radar and 
finished third in the National 
League West.

home San Diego’s first division 
title since 1998. 

But the reliable righty has mir- 
rored his teammates’ inconsisten- 
cy of late. 

While Peavy didn’t allow more 
than four runs in any one start dur- 
ing the 2004 campaign, he’d given 
up at least five runs in three of his 
last five starts heading into his July 
27 start against St. Louis. 

In the most recent shellacking, 
a 12-0 loss to the Mets on July 21, 
Peavy allowed seven runs on seven 
hits in five -plus innings of work. It 
was his worst outing in two years, 
and capped off a dismal stop at 
Shea Stadium, where the NL West 
leaders lost three straight games 
by a combined score of 22-4. 

“With Jake, you do expect the 
best,” Padres manger Bruce Bochy 
told MLB.com. “They’re going to have 
their off days, all the good ones.” 

Then they’ll be days like May 26, 
when Peavy pitched a complete - 
game, two -hit shutout at Arizona. 
Or last Wednesday, when he whiffed 
10 Cardinals and gave up just two 
hits in eight innings while helping 
San Diego break a season-long 
eight-game losing streak. 

Despite the recent fluctuations, 
the Padres think Peavy will be their 
ace in years to come, and paid him 
like it before the season started. The 


Padres Hope They Ve Traded Up 


THEY SHARED the same 
highs when overachieving 
play lifted them to the top of their 
divisions in the first half, and the 
same lows when slumps after the 
All-Star break threatened their 
postseason aspirations. 

But the Washington Nationals 
and San Diego Padres did not share 
the same philosophy for resuscitat- 
ing their drowning seasons. The 
Nats stood pat in the hopes that 
the same players responsible for 
the first-half success can bring a 
second-half turnaround. 

The Padres went to the swap 
meet. 

In the frenzied days leading to 
the July 31 trading deadline, gen- 


eral manager Kevin Towers dealt 
for a new third baseman, catcher 
and starting pitcher, reshaping a 
team that fell below .500 while still 
clinging to first place in the anemic 
National League West. 

But it wasn’t easy. 

San Diego sent two minor- 
league pitchers to Cincinnati for 
Joe Randa, a move prompted by 
third baseman Sean Burroughs’ sea- 
son-long struggles. And an injury 
to Ramon Hernandez forced the 
Padres to tap the Los Angeles 
Dodgers’ minor-league system for 
Triple-A catcher David Ross. 

Then there’s Phil Nevin. It 
took two tries, but Towers is no 
quitter. On Saturday, he shipped

the longtime Padre to Texas in a 
deal that brought Chan Ho Park 
to PETCO Park. 


That trade came after Nevin 
frustrated San Diego by exercising 
his right to veto a move that would 
have sent him Baltimore for round 
moundsman Sidney Ponson. 

Park, solid for several years 
with the Dodgers, hasn’t posted an 
earned run average less than 5.46 
since he signed with the Rangers 
in 2002. 

“He adds depth to our pitch- 
ing staff, and is now returning to 
a division where he has enjoyed 
great success,” Towers told the 
Associated Press. 

Time will tell whether the 
Nationals’ “wait-it-out” approach 
or the Padres’ “shake -it-up” plan 
can reap any rewards, derek turner 


righty, who said he’d go to arbitra- 
tion next year if the Padres didn’t 
give him a long-term contract before 
the start of the 2005 season, inked 
a four-year, $15 million deal dur- 
ing spring training to make sure 
he stayed in the spacious PETCO 
Park, a haven for pitchers. 

Not that Peavy necessarily 
needs it. The fourth-year hurler 
was third in the NL in strike- 
outs, fourth in walks and hits per 
innings pitched and sixth in batting 
average against as of July 26. And 
while Houston’s Roger Clemens is 
running away with this year’s ERA 
title, Peavy — a first-time All-Star 
selection this season — was still a 
respectable 13th in the National 
League in that category as of late 
last month. 

With stats like that, people 
will start learning his name soon 
enough, eric brandner

San Diego looked poised to run away with 
the West in May, going 22-6and putting togeth- 
erthree winning streaks of six games or greater 
duringthe month.

Whitesell, 23, a6-foot-3, 220-pound 
Californian was taken in the sixth round of the 
2003 draft out of Loyola Marymount University.

“I try and make a pitcher give me one pitch I 
can hit,’’ said Whitesell. “The main thing to know 
in a quality at bat is to be willing to swing at the 
first good pitch regardless if itisthefirst pitch or 
waiting fora pitch on a3-2 count.’’

Fans Can Tune In 




NATIONALS FANS 
HAVE lots of reasons 
to know Jamey Carroll 
since he briefly started at shortstop. Before 
he earned the spot, however, many fans had 
only one thing to say in relation to Carroll 
- “Woo!” 


That’s the yell the RFK crowd gives dur- 
ing the guitar strums of Dave Matthews’ 
“Warehouse,” which plays as Carroll comes 
up to bat. As the cheer caught on, fans 
learned that, when hearing it, they should 


expect Carroll at the plate — one of many 
examples of the role ballpark music can have 
in the home -game experience. 

“There becomes an association between 
a song and something at the ballpark,” said 
Nationals entertainment manager Josh 
Golden. “A song can have the effect of brand- 
ing the players.” 

Especially if the player has a taste for 
catchy crowd-pleasing tunes. Each player 
gets to choose the “batter intro” song for his 
at-bat, meaning there is a diverse range of 


musical styles for fans to catch. Of course, 
there are limits. There’s “a PG atmosphere 
that we maintain,” Golden said. 

Nationals disc jockey Jamal Lee is the man 
on loudspeaker duty. While there are some 
standard things that get played at certain 
times, he has the freedom to use a little cre- 
ativity in deciding what fits the moment best. 
Luckily, he’s equipped with a 500 -song replay 
machine to help keep the music fresh. 

“We try to change our catalogue per 
homestand. If certain songs get popular, 
we recognize that and keep them,” Golden 
said, noting that Will Smith’s “Switch” is 
popular when the Nat Pack fires T-shirts 
into the crowd, so it’s going to stay. “It’s 
about creating a balance of consistency 
but some diversity.” 

And also having a little fun with a few 
selected songs that suggest good-natured 
ribbing. It’s not coincidence, for example, 
that Maroon 5’s “Harder to Breathe” often 
pops on when the opposing team is making 
a pitching change. 

“We do look for some songs that have 
a little irony to them,” Golden said. “But 
there are some things we don’t want to do. 
We never want to show up the other team. . . . 
We don’t want to be snide. We look for irony, 
fun, humor — but not mean.” chrismincher

The team that took baseball by 
storm by going 23-7 in one -run 
games to start the season now 
more closely resembles the Bad 
News Bears of one-run games. 

A lack of timely hitting is one 
thing — explained, in part, by 
a battered lineup missing Nick 
Johnson until recently. But the 
errors, physical and mental, are 
getting out of hand, and there’s 
simply no excuse for either. 

It almost looks like the Nationals 
are expecting to lose every game 
they play and are doing everything 
in their power to make it happen. 

Last week’s three-game sweep 
by the Atlanta Braves was prob- 
ably the death nell for any hopes 
of winning the National League 
East. The wild card seems out of 
the question now, too, after July’s 
free fall. 

If any one stat sums up the 
difference between the surpris- 
ing Nats and the Nats everyone 
expected to see this year, it’s the 
team’s record in one -run games. 

Washington notched its 10th 
consecutive loss in the close encoun- 
ters against Florida last Friday. 

OK, let’s be fair. The Nationals 
were overachieving to some extent 
earlier this season. The talent isn’t 
there to match other ball clubs 
with bigger payrolls, and every- 
one knows at least one power hit- 
ter not named Preston Wilson is 
needed to produce more offense. 

But abig reason why Washington 
took the National League by storm 
was it simply played smarter, and

better, than other teams. Good 
pitching and defense were the 
magic formula. The offense never 
did much, getting by on Johnson’s 
and Jose Guillen’s timely hits. 

The timely hits are gone, lead- 
ing to some resentment in the 
pitching staff. Livan Hernandez’s 
bizarre threat to have season- end- 
ing surgery was probably a result 
of that — and he’s been more 
fortunate than John Patterson 
(4-3 with a 2.60 ERA) and Esteban 
Loaiza (6-6, 3.54 ERA). 

More mysterious is the defense. 
How many more costly errors can 
the Nationals commit? We know 
they’re too good to make stupid 
mistakes. Anyone who made it to 
RFK Stadium — and watched a rare 
game on TV — before July knows 
we should expect better from this
